For more than 70 years, 
Aruba’s water and electricuty 
plant, WEB Aruba NV, has 
been responsible for the pro¬ 
duction of Aruba’s drinking 
water and power. During a 
press conference at their Bal- 
ashi plant on Tuesday, May 
25, WEB Director O.J. 
Boekhoudt announced that in 
response to rising fuel costs 
and operating expenses, 
WEB is collaborating with 
Elmar, distributors of power 
around the island, and the 
FCCA, which administrates 
low-cost government hous¬ 
ing in a pilot project to assist 
consumers in reducing their 
utility costs. 

A very small version was 
successfully completed last 
year; eight homes were 
equipped with various devi¬ 
ces aimed at reducing water 
and electric consumption. 
The materials were donated 
by various island vendors 
and they have again cooper¬ 
ated, providing the products 
needed to refit fifty homes 
selected by WEB and FCCA 
as most needing assistance in 
controlling their expenses. 

The program has been 
branded, in Papiamento, 
“Scoge Pa Spaar!”- “Select 
to Save,” as a reminder to all 


consumers that they can take 
a pro-active role in reducing 
the monthly cost of utilities, 
and in doing so, reduce 
Aruba’s demand for fossil 
fuel, which again generates 
savings to the consumer 
down the line. “The closing 
of the refinery has affected 
WEB’s operating costs,” ex¬ 
plained O.J. Boekhoudt dur¬ 
ing Tuesday’s press event, 
“the refinery has always pro¬ 
vided low cost fuel for 
WEB’s turbines in the past, 
but now we are at the mercy 
of international price fluctua¬ 


tions and the additional cost 
of importing. Consumers 
must become more conscien¬ 
tious if they don’t want to see 
their monthly costs increase.” 

On display were a number 
of the products donated by 
Wema, Antraco, Unicon, 
Kooyman, Friomax, General 
Store, PriceSmart, Protec, Em- 
presa Italo, Kohler, Banjolux, 
Cerd, Eletron and Veneta 
Cushine. After the announce¬ 
ment, WEB presented all par¬ 
ticipating vendors with a gift 
of the new “Scoge pa Spaar” 
logo bags and tee-shirts. 

WEB’s message to all 
their clients is they can easily 
cut costs on their own initia¬ 
tive with a number of simple 
and inexpensive items such 
as energy saving light bulbs 
and devices for the toilet or 
faucets that drastically reduce 
water consumption. They ask 
all to visit their updated web¬ 
site, www.webaruba.com, 
which now has an interactive 
walk-through of the average 
home, where visitors to the 
site can investigate all the 
ways they can save money on 
their monthly utilities, in both 
Papiamento and English. 

A study of the region re¬ 
vealed that most domiciles on 
the island consume almost 
twice the kilowatts per month 
of homes in Curacao; average 


domestic water use per per¬ 
son should be about 150 liters 
per day, which should result 
in average water use per 
household per month of 5000 
liters. WEB records show 
most Aruban homes consume 
more than four times that 
amount monthly, indicating 


individuals and families must 
closely examine the many 
ways they waste water and 
how to change their habits of 
usage.

44 reported dead in Jamaica police- FDA puts liver damage 
gang clashes warning on weight loss 


KINGSTON, Jamaica (AP) - 
Jamaican security forces 
claimed a tenuous hold over 
the slum stronghold of a gang 
leader sought by the U.S., but 
only after battles that killed at 
least 44 civilians, the country’s 
official ombudsman said yes¬ 
terday. 

Officers and soldiers were 
still fighting holdout defenders 
of Christopher Coke, known as 
"Dudus,” in pockets of the 
Tivoli Gardens area. He was 
still at large after nearly three 
days of street battles. 

Bishop Herro Blair, Ja¬ 
maica’s most prominent evan¬ 
gelical pastor, said that 
independent evaluations have 
put the number of civilian dead 
at 44 in West Kingston alone. 
Police have said that at least 
four soldiers and police offi¬ 
cers also have died in fighting 
in West Kingston and else¬ 
where around the capital. 

Police earlier reported at 
least 26 civilian deaths and the 
country's embattled Prime 
Minister Bruce Golding pro¬ 
mised an independent investi¬ 
gation into all civilian deaths 


LONDON, England (AP) - 
Britain offered its first public 
accounting of its nuclear arse¬ 
nal yesterday, disclosing that it 
has a stockpile of 225 war¬ 
heads in a move that offers 
transparency to non-nuclear 
states in hope of winning 
stricter global controls on the 
spread of atomic weapons. 

The announcement, made 
without fanfare in the House of 
Commons, follows the Obama 
administration's disclosure that 
the United States has stock¬ 
piled 5,113 nuclear warheads 
and "several thousand" more 
retired warheads awaiting the 
junk pile — the first public de- 


during the operation. 

Blair and Jamaica's public 
defender were escorted by se¬ 
curity forces into Tivoli Gar¬ 
dens, where supporters of 
Coke began massing last week 
after Golding dropped his 
nine-month refusal to extradite 
him to the U.S.

"most thorough investigations" 
would examine all deaths 
caused by security forces, 
which have a reputation for

Mexico arrests 
Cancun mayor

CANCUN, Mexico (AP) - 
Mexican federal police have 
arrested the mayor of the resort 
city of Cancun on drug traf¬ 
ficking, money laundering and 
organized crime charges, a 
new blow to an election season 
already marred by violence 
and allegations of drug cartel 
involvement. 

The federal Attorney Gen¬ 
eral's Office said Gregorio 
Sanchez is suspected of offer¬ 
ing information and protection 
to the Zetas drug gang and the 
Beltran Leyva cartel, which 
are active in Quintana Roo.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Fe¬ 
deral health officials are war¬ 
ning consumers that the weight 
loss pills alii and Xenical may 
cause severe liver damage in 
rare cases. 

The Food and Drug Admin¬ 
istration said yesterday it has 
added a warning about the risk 
to the label of the drug alii, 
which is sold over-the-counter 
by GlaxoSmithKline. The pre¬ 
scription version Xenical is 
manufactured and marketed by 
Roche. 

The FDA identified 13 in¬ 
stances of liver damage associ¬ 
ated with the drugs. A causal 
effect between the drugs and 
the problem has not been es¬ 
tablished. 

The FDA urged doctors and 
patients to watch for signs of 
liver injury, including itching, 
yellow eyes and skin and loss 
of appetite. 

Glaxo said in a statement it 
is "committed to ensuring that 
consumers and physicians un¬ 
derstand the safety profile" of 
alii. More than 10 million peo¬ 


ple worldwide have used alii 
since it was launched, accord¬ 
ing to Glaxo. 

Roche said the "safety pro¬ 
file of Xenical is based on 
more than 10 years of clinical 
experience and more than 36 
million patients worldwide 
have received Xenical." 

The FDA first approved 
Xenical in 1999 and alii in 
2007. 

U.S. sales of alii more than 
doubled last year to $293 mil¬ 
lion, though they have come 
nowhere near the blockbuster 
numbers originally expected 
by Wall Street after the drug's 
2007 launch. Analysts say the 
brand has been hurt by lower 
consumer spending as well as 
unpleasant side effects, such as 
anal leakage. 

GlaxoSmithKline, based in 
London, is one of the world's 
largest drug companies.

Short term, oil spill means 
mini job boom in Gulf 


BP starts deep-sea bid to plug 
gushing oil well

NEW ORLEANS - Much as 
he hates to say it, Mark 
Leonard knows it's true: The 
oil spill that is fouling the Gulf 
of Mexico may save his fam¬ 
ily's business. 

Leonard, 34, is operations 
manager for Coastal Tank 
Cleaning, a company called in 
to help set booms to prevent oil 
from the Deepwater Horizon 
leak from getting into Lake 
Pontchartrain. The Morgan 
City-based company sent 10 
workers and equipment to a 
staging area at Fort Pike, on 
the eastern tip of New Orleans. 

"We don't want this to hap¬ 
pen," he said. "We didn't want 
this to be our saving grace to 
keep the company going. But 
this is something that I think is 
helping a lot of companies that 
were down, and possibly won¬ 
dering 'When is it finally 
going to pick up?' 'When can 
we start working again and 
staffing again and paying our 
bills?’" 

The spill, now a month old, 
could end up killing the liveli¬ 
hoods of thousands of fisher¬ 
men, restaurant workers, 
charter boat captains and 
tourism employees. 

But for now, it’s triggering 
a mini-boom in other jobs 
across the five-state region. 


In coastal Louisiana, it’s 
reminiscent of the job boom 
that followed Hurricane Kat¬ 
rina as thousands were put to 
work cleaning up debris, gut¬ 
ting house and rebuilding pub¬ 
lic buildings and entire 
neighborhoods. In St. Bernard 
Parish, a suburban New Or¬ 
leans community where fisher¬ 
men are working for BP in a 
fight to save their fishing 
grounds, the hurricane, which 
struck Aug. 29, 2005, damaged 
virtually every building and 
sank much of the fishing fleet. 

Five years later, the area's 
economy is among the health¬ 
iest of major metro areas. 

In the fishing village of 
Cocodrie, about 80 miles 
southwest of New Orleans, the 
staging area sprouted up in a 
vacant lot at pier 56, next to 
Coco Marina. 

"BP has basically moved in 
and taken the place of the 
recreational customers," said 
Michael Glover, whose family 
runs the 23-room Coco Ma¬ 
rina. "We're feeding them three 
meals a day and they've rented 
all my rooms. My kitchen 
staff, my waitstaff, the house¬ 
keepers are all doing well, 
working a little more than 
usual. We're busy non-stop, 
every day." 


HOUSTON, Texas - BP Pic 
launched a tricky deep-sea op¬ 
eration to choke off a gushing 
oil leak in the Gulf of Mexico 
yesterday, but President 
Barack Obama cautioned 
Americans there was no gua¬ 
rantee it would work. 

BP is under intense pressure 
from Obama to bring a swift 
end to the five-week-old spill 
that threatens an environmen¬ 
tal catastrophe and has ignited 
a political storm. 

Obama said if successful, 
BP's latest plan to cap the 
deep-sea well should greatly 
reduce or eliminate the flow of 
hundreds of thousands of gal¬ 
lons (liters) of crude billowing 
into the Gulf. 

"We will not rest until this 
well is shut, the environment is 
repaired and the cleanup is 
complete," he said on a trip to 
California. 

BP planned to use undersea 
robots to inject heavy fluids 
into the mile- (1.6 km-) deep 
well and then pump in cement 
to block the oil flow. The so- 
called "top kill" procedure has 
never been attempted at such 
depths. 

BP said in a statement that 
it began the operation at 2 p.m. 
ET. Interior Secretary Ken 
Salazar appeared to have 
jumped the gun when he told 
reporters at a congressional 
hearing about an hour earlier 
that the process was already 
under way. 

The gushing oil leak threat¬ 
ens some of the United States' 
richest fisheries and has al¬ 
ready soiled more than 70 
miles of Louisiana's 400-mile 
coastline. 

The U.S. Coast Guard ap¬ 
proved the top kill operation, 
the most ambitious effort to 
date to cap the well, after gov¬ 
ernment scientists said it was 
safe to proceed, according to a 
statement by the oil spill re¬ 
sponse command center. 

BP says it has paid at least 
$29 million to people claiming 
economic losses because of the 
Gulf of Mexico oil spill. 

The oil company said in 
court documents Tuesday in 
Louisiana that it has yet to 
deny any claims. Many of the 
claims are from fishermen and 
shrimpers. 

BP said 25,000 claims have 
been submitted and more than 
12,000 payments have been 
made so far. 

BP is trying to block an at¬ 
tempt by some fishermen to 
get a federal judge to oversee 
the claims process. 

BP says the 1990 Oil Pollu¬ 
tion Act gives the Coast Guard 


oversight responsibilities. 

BP and other companies in¬ 
volved in the Deepwater Hori¬ 
zon rig disaster have been 
targeted by more than 130 law¬ 
suits. BP says people who ac¬ 
cept claims do not waive rights 
to sue. 

Meanwhile, President 
Barack Obama used the grow¬ 
ing oil spill in the Gulf of Mex¬ 
ico to renew his pitch for 
alternative energy yesterday, 
arguing that the unfolding en¬ 
vironmental disaster "gives 
you a sense of where we're 
going" without comprehensive 
reform. 

The federal government is 
"going to bring every resource 


necessary to put a stop" to the 
spill, the president said during 
a visit to a solar panel manu¬ 
facturing facility in Fremont, 
California. "We will not rest 
until this well is shut, the envi¬ 
ronment is repaired, and the 
cleanup is complete." 

But, he added, "a lot of 
damage has been done already. 
The spill in the Gulf, which is 
just heartbreaking, only under¬ 
scores the necessity" of seek¬ 
ing alternative fuel sources. 

A failure to enact compre¬ 
hensive energy reform, he ar¬ 
gued, would pose a threat to 
national security and the econ¬ 
omy, as well as the environ¬ 
ment.

Man Infects Himself 
with Computer Virus 


University of Reading re¬ 
searcher Mark Gasson has 
become the first human 
known to be infected by a 
computer virus. 

The virus, infecting a chip 
implanted in Gasson's hand, 
passed into a laboratory com¬ 
puter. From there, the infec¬ 
tion could have spread into 
other computer chips found 
in building access cards. 

All this was intentional, in 
an experiment to see how 
simple radio-frequency iden¬ 
tification (RFID) chips like 
those used for tracking ani¬ 
mals can host and spread 
technological diseases. 

The research shows that as 
implantable bionic devices 
such as pacemakers get more 
sophisticated in the years 
ahead, their security and the 
safety of the patients whose 
lives depend on them will be¬ 
come increasingly important, 
said Gasson. 

"We should start to think 
of these devices as miniature 
computers," Gasson said. 
And just like everyday com¬ 
puters, they can get sick. 

Down with disease 

Gasson had a relatively 
simple chip implanted in the 
top of his left hand near his 
thumb last year. It emits a 
signal that is read by external 
sensors, allowing him access 
to the Reading laboratory and 
for his cell phone to operate. 

He and his colleagues cre¬ 
ated a malicious code for the 
chip. When the lab's sensors 
read the code, the code in¬ 
serted itself into the building 
computer database that gov¬ 
erns who has access to the 
premises. 

"The virus replicates itself 
through the database and po¬ 
tentially could copy itself 
onto the access cards that 
people use," Gasson said. 

The experiment showed 
that implants which wire¬ 
lessly communicate with 


other computers can infect 
them and vice versa. 

Gasson said he knows of 
no instances to date of bionic 
devices having been contam¬ 
inated by computer viruses. 
But the threat will grow with 
the number and complexity 
of these devices. 

Besides pacemakers for 
people with heart trouble, 
other modern bionic devices 
include cochlear implants for 
the hearing impaired and 
deep brain stimulators - a 
"brain pacemaker" - for neu¬ 
rological conditions such as 
Parkinson's disease. 

Years ahead, this surgi¬ 
cally implanted hardware 
may not only be for people 
with medical conditions. 
Bionic enhancements, much 
like today's cosmetic surgery, 
could boost memories and 
IQs. A side effect mentioned 
in cases of deep brain simu¬ 
lation is patients who have 
experienced greater creativ¬ 
ity, Gasson said. 

Wash your digital hands 

To fight communicable 
diseases caused by bacteria, 
viruses and fungi, we take 
precautions such as washing 
our hands. 

To counter threats of tech¬ 
nological agents, Gasson said 
we are quite accustomed to 
keeping our computers up¬ 
dated with antivirus software 
and exercising caution on¬ 
line. A similar degree of hy¬ 
giene and awareness may be 
necessary to keep the devices 
in our bodies clean as well. 

"I don't think for us that 
[infectious technological 
agents] would be a particu¬ 
larly new concept, but im¬ 
plants in our bodies will 
make it a lot more real," Gas¬ 
son told TechNewsDaily. "A 
denial-of-service attack on a 
pacemaker, if such a thing 
were possible, would of 
course be very detrimental." 


World's 
Largest 3-D 
TV Unveiled 
by LG 

No price tag or release 
date yet for set with 84-inch 
screen 

Many manufacturers are de¬ 
veloping 3-D compatible 
TVs to accompany the recent 
push for 3-D shows and 
movies. LG decided to wow 
3-D enthusiasts by unveiling 
the world's largest UHD 
(ultra high definition) 3-D 
TV. 

The monster TV is a 
whopping 84 inches diago¬ 
nal. 

Size isn’t the only impres¬ 
sive thing about LG's new 
creation, unveiled at the So¬ 
ciety for Information Display 
(SID) 2010 conference; the 
UHD indicates extremely 
high resolution. This display 
in particular has a 3 840x2160 
pixel resolution, which is 
four times higher than the 
resolution of standard HD 
TVs on the market. 

LG also impressed confer¬ 
ence goers with a 47-inch 3- 
D TV that doesn't require 
glasses for viewers to per¬ 
ceive the 3-D effect. Au- 
tostereoscopic displays, or 
3-D displays that don't re¬ 
quire glasses, will be a major 
focus of display research be¬ 
cause many people don't 
want to wear special glasses 
while they watch TV, much 
less search the couch cush¬ 
ions for them every time they 
turn the display on. 

These two units aren't des¬ 
tined for store shelves just 
yet, but LG is manufacturing 
47- and 55-inch 3-D TVs that 
will be available to con¬ 
sumers shortly, although they 
will be between $2,500 and 
$3,000. 

Caffeine may 
counteract cognitive 
decline 

Drinking coffee could help 
to prevent the neural degen¬ 
eration associated with brain 
disorders and aging, scien¬ 
tists say. 

A new gamut of research 
is making the case that caf¬ 
feine, a drug known for its 
short-term boost to mental 
functioning, could have ther¬ 
apeutic value for the preven¬ 
tative care of illnesses, such 
as Alzheimer's and Parkin¬ 
son's disease. 

Regular consumption of 
caffeine over the long-term 
has been linked to lower in¬ 
cidences of Parkinson's and 
Alzheimer's disease in hu¬ 
mans and lesser memory 
dysfunction and neu- 
rodegeration in animals, 
write neuroscientists

Microsoft warns on 
Windows 7 upgrade

Parallels, known for using 
virtualization to solve con¬ 
sumer problems, thought it 
had a surefire new use for its 
technology. 

Why not use the same ap¬ 
proach it used to put Win¬ 
dows on a Mac to help ease 
the move from XP to Win¬ 
dows 7. The solution was el¬ 
egant, helping users both 
make the move and even run 
older programs that weren't 
compatible with the new ver¬ 
sion of Windows. At first, the 
signs from Microsoft were 
encouraging; the company 
even invited Parallells to a 
Windows 7 momentum event 
in Paris to publicly talk about 
the program, Parallels Desk¬ 
top Upgrade to Windows 7. 

There was only one prob¬ 
lem: the way the product 
works runs afoul of Mi¬ 
crosoft's license rules, at least 
for most users. That's because 
the $50 software puts the 
user's old Windows XP sys¬ 
tem into a virtual machine, 
running alongside Windows 
7, a concurrent use not al¬ 
lowed under most Windows 
licenses. 

CNET raised the issue 
with both Microsoft and Par¬ 
allels after learning about the 
product last month. Parallels 
said it is up to users to make 
sure they are in compliance 
with Redmond's terms. Mi¬ 
crosoft, meanwhile, said it 
was talking with Parallels, 
but declined to publicly call 
out the company. Until now. 

"Microsoft does not en¬ 
dorse moving the user's desk¬ 
top from a physically loaded 
OS into a VM as a consumer 
solution, because the vast ma¬ 
jority (more than 90 percent) 
of consumers do not license 


Windows under a license that 
would allow them to transfer 
Windows into a virtual ma¬ 
chine, move Windows to a 
different machine, or run a 
secondary virtual machine 
that is not running XP Mode 
on the same machine," Mi¬ 
crosoft's general manager, 
Gavriella Schuster, said in a 
statement to CNET. "Without 
these license rights, most con¬ 
sumers will not be properly li¬ 
censing Windows when using 
the virtualization features of 
Parallels' product." 

Schuster pointed out that 
enterprise customers with a 
Software Assurance contract 
covering Windows could prop¬ 
erly use the software. Users 
who buy a full retail boxed 
copy of Windows (or possibly 
of both Windows XP and Win¬ 
dows 7), as opposed to the an 
upgrade version might also be 
properly licensed for the Paral¬ 
lels software. 

For its part, Parallels con¬ 
tinues to say it is up to users 
to make sure they are prop¬ 
erly licensing Windows in 
conjunction with the upgrade 
tool. 

"We require customers to 
verify they have the proper li¬ 
cense," a Parallels represen¬ 
tative said on Tuesday. 

Microsoft suggested it is 
looking for a little more than 
that. 

"Microsoft is working 
with Parallels to ensure that 
the Windows licensing re¬ 
quirements are made clear to 
customers in their product," 
Schuster said. 

Despite the legal issues, 
Parallels' upgrade tool would 
appear to address an impor¬ 
tant need. 

Although Windows 7 has 
proven popular, upgrading 
can be a hassle, requiring 
users to back up their data 
and programs, reinstall soft¬ 
ware, and then figure out 
what to do with programs 
that aren't compatible with 
the newer Windows. 

A Parallels representative 
said on Tuesday that the prod¬ 
uct remains available for sale. 

"It's out there," the repre¬ 
sentative said. "We're very 
excited about the product."

Osteoarthritis claims growing number of younger victims 


Intensive sports and exercise 
at young age may be the 
cause, experts say 

Osteoarthritis used to be 
thought of as an older per¬ 
son's condition. 

The joint disease occurs 
over time as the cartilage be¬ 
tween bones breaks down 
and wears away, allowing the 
bones to rub together and 
causing pain, swelling and 
loss of motion. 

"If you live long enough, 
it's like death and taxes — you 
will likely get osteoarthritis," 
said Dr. Todd Stitik, an asso¬ 
ciate professor of physical 
medicine and rehabilitation at 
the University of Medicine 
and Dentistry of New Jersey. 

But these days, doctors 
have been seeing osteoarthri¬ 
tis more frequently in 
younger people, particularly 
osteoarthritis of the knee 
joints. Researchers are trying 
to figure out why. 

The most promising av¬ 
enues of study have tied early 
onset knee osteoarthritis to 
serious knee injuries, such as 
anterior cruciate ligament 
(ACL) tears. 


One study found that im¬ 
pact-related ligament tears in¬ 
side the knee can play havoc 
on the surrounding cartilage 
cells. Impacts that were hard 
enough to tear ligaments but 
not fracture bone or cartilage 
still caused cartilage cells to 
die off in a cascade that 
reached well away from the 
impact zone. 

"If you have injury to the 
cartilage, that can weaken the 
cartilage and make it less 
durable over time," said the 
study's lead author, Dr. Con¬ 
stance R. Chu, an associate 
professor of orthopedic sur¬ 
gery at the University of 
Pittsburgh and director of its 
Cartilage Restoration Center. 
"What we're looking at is an 
impact injury that wasn't suf¬ 
ficient to fracture the carti¬ 
lage, but I still would 
consider it a major impact." 

The damage done to the 
cartilage cells by that type of 
injury would be invisible on 
a typical MRI scan, Chu said. 
Nonetheless, she guessed that 
about half of the people who 
sustain an ACL tear could de¬ 
velop osteoarthritis within 
five to 10 years. The findings 



were reported in the Decem¬ 
ber issue of the American 
Journal of Sports Medicine. 

Most early onset os¬ 
teoarthritis appears to be tied 
to exercise and sports. People 
are playing harder at younger 
ages and potentially doing 
themselves harm by not pro¬ 
tecting their joints. 

Another study, this one 
presented at the 2009 annual 
meeting of the Radiological 
Society of North America, 
found that people engaged in 
high levels of physical activ¬ 
ity sustained more severe 
knee injuries, including such 
damage as fluid buildup in 
bone marrow and lesions on 
their cartilage and ligaments. 
Such injuries drastically in¬ 
crease the chances of devel¬ 
oping osteoarthritis, 

according to the researchers. 


Stitik cited as an example 
a college student he treated. 
She was in her early 20s, had 
been doing a lot of exercises, 
such as squats and lunges, 
that are hard on the knees, 
and she had been doing them 
improperly, he said. 

"An MRI showed arthritic 
changes already taking place 
under her kneecap," Stitik 
said. "She was doing exer¬ 
cises improperly and was 
overdoing it. She was with a 
personal trainer and also ex¬ 
ercising on her own — just 
doing too much." 

However, Chu suspects 
there also is a connection be¬ 
tween early onset osteoarthri¬ 
tis and the growing obesity 
epidemic. 

"If someone is overweight 
or obese, they put more stress 
on cartilage that has been 
weakened by injury," she 
said. "It is chronic overload 
[and] a very likely cause of 
osteoarthritis." 

People who injure a knee 
should approach their recov¬ 
ery with great care if they 
want to reduce their chances 
of osteoarthritis, Chu said. 

"Give the joint some time 


to recover," she said. "How 
long, we don't really know — 
but for sure until any pain or 
swelling goes away. Then 
they should gradually return 
to their activity." 

Active adults can better 
protect their knees from in¬ 
jury by strengthening their 
thigh and leg muscles 
through exercise, Chu said. 
These muscles provide cru¬ 
cial support to the knee joint. 
People also should be careful 
about the amount of high-im- 
pact exercise they do and 
should try to drop some 
pounds if they are over¬ 
weight, she said. 

"I actually advise my pa¬ 
tients that the same types of 
things we think are good for 
their heart — regular exercise, 
eating well — are likely to be 
the healthiest for their joints 
as well," she said. "We can't 
control our genetics. Some 
people are literally born with 
tougher cartilage. It's the 
lifestyle factors that are under 
people's control that ab¬ 
solutely factor into whether a 
joint injury translates into 
early osteoarthritis.

NEW YORK CITY-Some of 
Wall Street's biggest names 
said they are frightened and 
worried by the debt crisis in 
Europe, but still do not expect 
a double-dip recession in the 
United States. 

"We're frightened at this 
moment to see how this can all 
play out with these countries 
already in a fragile position," 
Larry Fink, chief executive of 
asset manager BlackRock Inc 
(BLK.N), said. He cited aus¬ 
terity measures that countries 
like Greece, Spain, Italy and 
Portugal must implement to 
deal with heavy debt loads. 

"Now they're going to have 
to bring down their deficits in 
the tens of billions of dollars to 
stabilize their country, but will 
that destabilize their social fab¬ 
ric?" 

Recent riots in Greece have 
sparked concerns about how 
austerity measures will play 
out in other countries, like 
Spain, where unemployment is 
already very high, Fink said. 

"It's very hard to see a good 
ending," he said, noting his 
firm, which manages about $3 
trillion in assets, is avoiding 
Southern Europe debt at the 
moment. 

"The real question is how 
long can the Netherlands, 
France and Germany support 
these Southern Rim countries," 
Fink said. 

The latest developments are 
a strong signal that the global 
credit crisis is not over, as 


AIG on path to repay taxpayers 


WASHINGTON - The head of 
bailed-out insurance giant 
American International Group 
told a congressional panel yes¬ 
terday the company was on its 
way to repaying the govern¬ 
ment, but a U.S. Treasury offi¬ 
cial said taxpayers could still 
face losses. 

"AIG is now on a clear path 
to repaying taxpayers," AIG 
Chief Executive Robert Ben- 
mosche said in testimony pre¬ 
pared for delivery to a panel 
overseeing U.S. bailout efforts.

The adviser, RiskMetrics, 
said the AIA deal carried a 


"full price" and would need 
very high growth rates to pro¬ 
duce a "reasonable" return for 
Prudential. 

Benmosche and a senior 
U.S. Treasury official said 
sales of AIA and ALICO 
would allow AIG to fully 
repay some $83.2 billion in 
Federal Reserve loans and in¬ 
vestments. 

But the Treasury's chief re¬ 
structuring officer, Jim Mill- 
stein, said a full recovery for 
taxpayers remained uncertain, 
even though AIG had reduced 
its risk profile by slashing its 
exposure to credit derivatives 
by nearly two-thirds since the 
bailouts. 

Millstein, said in prepared 
testimony that the government 
would seek to sell its stake "as 
soon as practicable" after AIG 
boosts its credit rating to sin¬ 
gle-A status. 

AIG is currently rated one 
notch lower at A-minus by 
Standard and Poor's, with a 
negative outlook.

Geithner calls 
EU crisis plan 

LONDON, England - Treas¬ 
ury Secretary Timothy Geith¬ 
ner said that financial markets 
wanted to see how a $ 1 trillion 
EU/IMF plan to provide back¬ 
up financing for euro zone 
governments put into action. 

The fund aims to provide 
assistance to euro zone gov¬ 
ernments if they have diffi¬ 
culty raising debt from capital 
markets, and was launched at 
the start of the month due to 
worries Greece might default 
on its debt. 

However, it has so far 
failed to stem a crisis of confi¬ 
dence about economies in the 
eurozone. 

"It's a good program and 
has got the right elements. 
What markets want to see is 
action," Geithner said at a joint 
news conference in London 
yesterday with his British 
counterpart George Osborne. 

European leaders had put 
through a strong fiscal pro¬ 
gram as part of a broader pro¬ 
gram to stabilize markets, 
Geithner added on the first 
stop during a trip to Europe. 

Osborne said that he was 
happy that other European 
states agreed on the need for a 
bank levy to fund the cost of 
future bailouts, and reiterated 
Britain's position that the 
funds raised should be treated 
as general taxation rather than 
saved until a crisis happens.

tions of marital infidelity, 
Woods returned in April to 
play in the Masters, where he 
tied for fourth. He missed the 
cut at Quail Hollow after 
rounds of 74 and 79, and was 
4 under at The Players Cham¬ 
pionship before withdrawing 
with the injury. 

A day later, he appeared at 
a news conference in subur¬ 
ban Philadelphia for the 
AT&T National, which he 
also won last year. He said at 
the time, "A lot is up in the air 
still, which I don't like. ... I 
want to come back and de¬ 
fend at the Memorial and play 
the U.S. Open and obviously 
play here. But a lot of that is 
still up in the air right now." 

Subsequent medical tests 
diagnosed the extent of the 
neck injury, which improved 
with treatment and rest. 
Woods resumed his normal 
practice sessions last week. 

Woods has since con¬ 
firmed he will play in the 
British Open at St. Andrews 
from July 15-18. He has yet 
to commit to any tournament 
beyond the Memorial, the 
next two major champi¬ 
onships and the AT&T Na¬ 
tional, from July 1-4 at 
Aronimink Golf Club. 

A year ago, Woods started 
the final round of the Memo¬ 
rial four shots back of Jim 
Furyk but shot a 65 to win by 
one stroke, with birdies on 
the final two holes to forge 
ahead. 

He hit all 14 fairways in 
the fourth round and was 49 
of 56 for the week, and the 
mark of 87.5 percent matched 
the best of his pro career.

Bare-all Venus blames bum 
deal genetics 



PARIS - Roger Federer 
reached the French Open 
third round on Wednesday as 
defending women's cham¬ 
pion Svetlana Kuznetsova 
saved four match points to 
stay afloat at a rain-drenched, 
controversial Roland Garros. 

Federer, chasing a 17th 
Grand Slam title, overcame a 
sloppy first set, where he was 
plagued by 21 unforced errors, 
and had to save five break 
points, before defeating 
Colombian left-hander Alejan¬ 
dro Falla 7-6 (7/4), 6-2, 6-4. 

The world number one 
will now tackle German qual¬ 
ifier Julian Reister, the world 
165, who had never won a 
tour match in his five years as 
a professional before coming 
to Paris. 

"Reister? I think I've only 
warmed up with him once in 
Hamburg a couple years ago. 
Obviously I don't remember 
how he plays," said the top 
seed. 

Federer went into his 
match buoyed by having al¬ 
ready defeated world number 
70 Falla twice, including in 
the second round of Roland 


Garros in 2006. 

But he struggled through¬ 
out the opening set before 
getting the better of the 
Colombian world number 70, 
shrugging off the distractions 
of two rain interruptions. 

"A player like Falla 
needed the first set to have a 
chance of winning," said 
Federer, on a day when bursts 
of heavy rain brought to an 
end three days of 30-degree 
temperatures. 

"He had a good first set 
where I made too many er¬ 
rors, but he was pushing me 
at the start. I knew the danger, 
it was a very tight first set and 
I was a little lucky." 

Russian sixth seed 
Kuznetsova, who defeated 
Dinara Safina in the 2009 
final and was runner-up to 
fellow Russian Anastasia 
Myskina in 2006, saved four 
match points before defeating 
Germany's world number 41 
Andrea Petkovic. 

After building up a 6-4, 5- 
4 lead, the 22-year-old Ger¬ 
man choked in the 10th game 
of the second set as she 
served for the match at 40-0. 


The 24-year-old Russian 
than ran away to a 5-2 lead in 
the decider before Petkovic's 
challenge finally wilted after 
she had bravely saved three 
match points. 

Kuznetsova now faces 
compatriot Maria Kirilenko. 

"I just thought that there 
was nowhere else I wanted to 
be at that time than in the 
tournament," said Kus- 
netsova. 

"She was going for it, but 
I have the experience. I made 
her play the ball, she would 
have to take the win." 

With rain wiping out two 
and a half hours of play, 
French 13th seed Gael Mon¬ 
fils and Italy's Fabio Fognini 
were locked in a marathon 
and bad-tempered clash 
which was called off in vir¬ 
tual darkness just before 
2200 (1900GMT). 

Monfils had led by two 
sets before Fognini battled 
back and the pair were 5-5 in 
the final set, with the Italian 
having wasted three match 
points, when play was halted 
on Court Philippe Chatrier. 

The combustible Italian 
was docked a point for 
protesting at length that the 
match should have been sus¬ 
pended at 4-4 in the final set. 

Darkness also meant that 
British fourth seed Andy 
Murray will have to return on 
Thursday leading Argentina's 
Juan Ignacio Chela 6-2, 4-4. 

Swedish fifth seed Robin 
Soderling, who famously 
handed Rafael Nadal a first 
career defeat here last year, 
crushed hapless American 
Taylor Dent 6-0, 6-1, 6-1 in 
just 71 minutes and will next 
face Spain's Albert Montanes. 

Soderling's quickfire vic¬ 
tory was just short of the 
record 68 minutes it took Jan 
Kodes to defeat Zeljko Fran- 
ulovic in the 1970 final. 

Women's world number 
two Venus Williams took 25 
minutes longer than Soder¬ 
ling to make the last 32 with 
a 6-2, 6-4 win over Spain's 
Arantxa Parra Santonja. 

Williams, the runner-up to 
sister Serena in 2002, next 
plays Slovakian 26th seed 
Dominika Cibulkova, who 
made the semi-finals in 2009. 

Third seed Caroline Woz¬ 
niacki of Denmark went 
through with a 6-3, 6-1 win 
over Italy's Tathiana Garbin, 
13 years her senior, and next 
faces Romania's Alexandra 
Dulgheru, the winner of the 
Warsaw claycourt title last 
weekend. 


Venus in action 

PARIS - Venus Williams in¬ 
sists that she doesn't take to the 
court intending to titillate male 
spectators and says her outfits 
only generate attention due to 
the assets nature gave her. 

Venus has taken to the 
court at the French Open this 
week sporting a racy black 
dress with red trim and skin- 
coloured underwear. 

Asked if her aim was to 
excite the imagination of 
male fans, she replied: "That 
was never the objective. It all 
started in Australia with the 
slits, and it was about wear¬ 
ing a dress that looks like you 
have these slits with bareness 
(underneath)," said the world 
number two. 

"So the design has nothing 
to do with the rear. It just so 
happens that I have a very 
well developed one!" 

"It's all genetic. If you 
look at mom and dad, you'll 
see the same thing happen¬ 
ing. If you look at my sister

Venus's skin-tone under¬ 
wear has given courtside 
photographers plenty of am¬ 
munition for racy photos and 
the 29-year-old American 
said she was happy to attract 
attention.

black under?" she asked re¬ 
porters. 

"The illusion of just hav¬ 
ing bare skin is definitely for 
me a lot more beautiful. So 
it's really not about anything 
else other than just that skin 
showing. So I'm glad that it's 
gotten good reviews. I mean, 
it could be worse." 

Venus, a seven-time 
Grand Slam champion, 
reached the third round at 
Roland Garros on Wednesday 
by beating Spain's Arantxa 
Parra Santonja 6-2, 6-4. 

She will play 26th seed 
Dominka Cibulkova of Slo¬ 
vakia, a beaten semi-finalist 
last year, for a place in the 
last 16.
